career to date. 

In the summer of 1982, I persuaded Mike to take on 
the position of the school’s first full-time director of 
admissions. For the next three years he worked very 
hard in establishing this position and even then found 
time to take over as the House Director of Davis 
House and to continue building the swim team. 
Whatever he took on, Mike gave it his full attention 
and approached every challenge and task with en- 
thusiasm and talent. 

When Mike left in the summer of 1985 to take up a 
teaching position at Appleby College in Oakville, the 
school lost a most valued and trusted member of the 
faculty and Appleby gained a first-rate Stanstead man.

Having survived 
three years as Davis House Director - a post that 
only the most intrepid teacher would contemplate at 
this time - he sought other fields of activity. 

For many years he devised, managed, directed, 
produced and took part in the annual “Variety 
Show” and even succeeded in getting a Faculty Act 
on stage, much to the delight of the students! The 
staff as actors won no “Oscars”, but acts such as 
“Sweaty Betty” and the recovery, by Agent 007, of 


the stolen Saga food formula for meat-loaf (a loss 
that would have caused nation-wide student unrest) 
went clown well. 

Latterly he was elected Vice-President of 
S.C. A.T. and chairman of the food committee both 
of which time-consuming and sometimes thankless 
tasks he performed with his usual energy and 
determination. The Walker family as a whole have 
played an important role in College life and in the 
community. Simon was Head Prefect and a 
distinguished athlete before graduating and Emma 
also was a prefect and a distinguished athlete 
graduating last year. Sue played an active role in 
Colby House with her duties. She also taught 
sewing classes and is known as a dress-maker who 
ranks amongst the best. No social occasion can ever 
be quite the same without Sue Walker! Mark, the 
youngest of the Walker children, was only 
beginning his Stanstead career at the time of his 
departure but was already finding his place here. 
We miss them sorely and wish them all the best.

However, to 
those who know better, Tae K won-Do is a serious form of 
physical exercise, self-defense, and even meditation, it represents 
discipline and self-control, and benefits greatly everyone who 
takes it. The ability to approach many potentially dangerous 
situations with a confident and relaxed attitude and to possess 
the knowledge, if necessary, to protect oneself, is a great ad- 
vantage both ‘on thestreef and in everyday life. It is this that we 
teach, not fanciful techniques designed for show only. Tae 
Kwon-Do is a serious martial art which teaches more than 
physical violence: it is also a mental philosophy as well. 


There were quite a large number of people interested in taking 
Tae Kwon-Do, but with conflicting clubs and the usual excuses 
people had there were actually only a dozen really keen in- 
dividuals. However, those twelve w'ere more than willing to work 
and their efforts made everyone proud to be a part of this group. 
The spirit showed by these individuals was great to watch* and 
with several girls and quite a few juniors there was certainly a 
wide spectrum of abilities and keenness shown. Overall, there 
was a definite togetherness and intensity shown by everyone that 
amounted to a lot of w ork yet many good times as well. 

Special thanks must go to our sensei, Mr. Guay, who put in 
incalculable time and effort to help teach us. His attitude is an 
example to us all of how we should approach Tae Kwon-Do, and 
we ail owe him a great deal. To all the people determined enough 
to stick it out, I personally thank you. Keep practising what you 
have learned, yet above all remember the five tenents and apply 
them whenever you can. Good luck and I hope you continue, 
wherever you may be next year.

The important point to remember is that 
Stanstead College, your fellow students, the staff, the 
Board of Trustees and your alumni will always be your 
friend no matter where your future takes you.

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Homecoming, 1985 - What a spectacular day it was! 
Over three hundred alumni and their guests converged 
on the campus. They came from all across Canada and 
the United States - from British Columbia to 
California - from six provinces and nine states. Two 
hundred and sixty people had made reservations for 
the banquet and the dance and on the day of the event 
many alumni phoned or came to the campus hoping to 
pick up a cancelled reservation or a “no-show”. The 
majority of them were disappointed. 

The weather was the only thing that did not 
cooperate, the deluge hitting just as the football and 
soccer games were starting, but the teams battled on, 
covered with mud. In soccer, the alumni won in a close 
game 3-2. In football the team was divided, with old 
boys and our present team playing together. The Red 
Team won 24-6 against the White team. The winning 
Captain was an alumnus, Gary Hindly. 

Visiting alumni covered the years from 1915 to 1985 
and practically all years were represented. 
Photographic displays were popular as people 
discovered themselves in their particular years. One 
room was effectively decorated to look like one of the 
girls’ rooms at Sunnyside Castle in the early 1900’s. 
Shawls, hats, feathers, lace and pendants decorated 
the walls; stern gentlemen stared down from gilt edged 
frames and elegant ladies in long skirts with bustles 
held their graduation certificates in their hands. Glass 
cases displayed early report cards; bills ($2.75 for one 
term’s tuition and books in 1884), valentines and 
wedding invitations, all the memorabilia from the 
earliest years. In the library, photo boards covered all 
periods of school life. 

Present day students volunteered their help and 
conducted tours of the school, helped with registration 
and with decorating, and generally became involved. 
They were discribed by the visitors as enthusiastic, well 


groomed and polite. They added a great deal to the 
Homecoming. 

After a crowded but enjoyable cocktail hour in 
LeBaron Hall, the banquet was held. Gordon 
McGilton was an excellent master of ceremonies and 
there were short speeches by Headmaster Barry 
Gallant, Development Officer Joan MacDonald, 
Chairman of the Board of Trustees, Donald Ross, and 
Chairman of the Alumni Association, Stephen Elder. 
Then Gordon McGilton called on someone from each 
decade to talk about their time as Stanstead College, 
starting with Kim Battah, a 1985 graduate and ending 
with Dr. Walter Pfeiffer, a 1915 graduate. In between 
were John Nadeau (the 70’s); Ian Cook (the 60’s); Bert 
Titcomb (the 50’s); Roy Amaron (the 40’s); Peggy 
Lamb Montgomery (the 30’s); and John Colby (the 
20’s). Many aspects of school life were well chronicled 
by the speakers. 

A1 Rich, on behalf of the Alumni Association, 
presented Mrs. MacDonald with a bouquet of red 
roses as a thank you for her work in organizing the 
reunion.
